SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0F_TK5_  ;^E/i . 

WATPJR  SUPPLY,  (1)  The  water  supply  is  obtained  frcm  the  Kin£;;s- 
bridge  and  Salccmbe  Water  Beard  and  is  most  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(II)  Analyses  of  the  rav;  water  are  occasionally  made  and  frequent 
analyses  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumers.  Eleven  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

(III)  No  trace  of  lead  was  found  in  chemical  analyses. 

(IV)  The  vi/ater  supply  is  chlorinated  at  the  Board's  works  at  South 
Brent . 

(V)  It  is  estimated  that  9^%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  the 
public  mains  direct  to  the  hcates  and  Id  from  standpipes  and  1%  from 
private  supplies. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEjj'rERAGE.  Plans  were  prepared  for  a  new  main  sewer 
from  Allenhayes  Road  to  the  sea  but  the  work  could  not  be  commenced 
owing  to  war  conditions.  The  outfall  sewers  on  the  foreshore  were 
continually  broken  up  by  naval  vessels  and  althcugh  repairs  and. 
diversions  were  carried  cut  at  a  cost  of  over  £400  the  condition  of 
the  outfalls  was  very  unsatisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  In  order  to  effect  a  saving  of  labour  the 
twice  weekly  system  of  refuse  collection  was  discontinued  and  a 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  new  made.  No  complaints  have  been 
received. 

HOUSING.  One  Statutory  Notice  was  served  during  the  year  and 
the  necessary  work  was  carried  cut  by  the  owner.  4  preliminary 
notices  were  served  and  the  work  v/as  ccmrjleted  by  the  cv/nar  in  each 
case. 


A  fev;  cases  of  overcrowding  exist. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  1*66  acres  of 
land  for  the  erection  of  temporary  houses.  This  is  in  addition 
to  the  acre  of  land  adjoiniig  the  existing  council  houses,  which 
is  to  be  used  for  perm.anent  houses. 

FOOD  SUPPLY.  The  following  amounts  of  food  ware  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  censumT ticn:-

67-2-  lbs.  cheese

DISINFECTION.  Disinfection  vfas  carried  out  after  all  cases 
of  infectious  disease  and  two  houses  were  disinfectea  for  the 
eradication  of  vermin.
